But in San 
Miguel the conditions are somewhat 
different. There the citizens are 
wealthy beyond the state of becoming 
indlorris. regardless of the lone own- 
r who wanted to hire out and who 
as crafty enough to advertise an 
rlstocratic atmosphere as a drawing 
card to the susceptible. Here the 
Roxases. the brewing magnates, and 
other families of great wealth live 
when not touring continental Europe, 
or globe-trotting tn general. Their 
vaet wealth quite counterbalances 
the high rents paid by the aristoc- 
racy of Ermita. and then they have 
one other claim upon the title which 
handicaps the aspiring denizens of the 
sea shore barrio. This other claim 
lies in the fact that the governor 
general has his home there— the 
White House of the Philippines— and 
has had since long before Ameiican 
occupation. 

But so much for Manila's aristoc- 
racy and the hombre who brought up 
the subject through a desire to rent, 
and to the subject of the Insular 
White House, which Is locally known 
as the Malacanan palace, located on 
the banks of the Paslg in the heart 
of San Miguel. Malacanan Is a na- 
tive name and means In terse English 
the "hangout;' or rendezvous of the 
fishes, but the exalted official who re- 
sides there is far from being a fish in 
the sense that the American term im- 
plies. Why this name was given the 
place Is not known, unless it was 
because of Its proximity to the river. 

The executive mansion at Malaca- 
nan. although popularly known as 
the palace, would hardly be dignified 
with the name In any other country, 
unless In some of the toy republics in 
command 



parte! Krom without it Is true that 

the building looks sa.lly out of placo 
In the center of the beautiful grounds, 
but within It is the finest residence, 
no doubt, in the entire archipelago, 
hence, when the position of he who 
lives there Is taken into considera- 
tion, the name of palace. 

Malacanan has some little history. 
Tntll 18fi:< the Spanish governors gen- 
eral had their official residence In 
a palace situated in the walled city, 
near the present rebuilt Catholic ca- 
thedral, but in connection with this 
they had a summer residence (If a 
country house in a tropical climate 
can be called such) in the suburb ot 
San Miguel, where the palace of 
Malacanan Is now located. A ter- 
rible earthquake occurred in Manila 
in 18C3, which destroyed about two- 
thirds of the buildings of the city, 
among them the governor general's 
palace and the cathedral and Don 
Rafael Echague, then governor gen- 
eral of the island, had the summer 
residence properly fitted up for a per- 
manent home. From that time forth 
it was the official residence of all th" 
Spanish governors general, no lesj 
than 33 of them having resided there, 
some of whom served but six days 
in office, and among whom were such 
famous men as Weyler. Blanco and 
augustln. Francisco Rlizo served a 
few days in 1898 after the capitula- 
tion, and was the last Spanish govern- 
or general to live there. The Spanish 
coat-of-arms still grace the arch over

Opera Chairs Ar^ Also Fur- 
nished Patrons of the Bar- 
num & Bailey Circuses. 

One of the announcements of the 
Harnum & Bailey circus that attracts 
particular attention is the statement 
that a seat and a foot-rest ate fur- 
nished every purchaser of a ticket 
for the big show.

Five boys of the High School class 
of the Hopkinsville Public Schools 
were suspended Tuesday for one 
week, charged with hazing Coley 
Moore, a freshman, about ten days 
ago. The charge was preferred 
against three of them, John Lawson, 
Thomas Earle and Joe Slaughter. 
Charles Meacham, who had taken 
part in hazing two other boys— Mal- 
colm Frankel and Ererett Mason — 
at the same tim?, and George Abbitt, 
who was present, but took no part in 
hazing any of the three, asked to be 
included in any sentence imposed on 
the others and all were accordingly 
suspended. Superintendent Harr- 
iett reprimanded the boys and closed 
the gymnasium room In which the 
hazing occurred, but the Board con- 
cluded that the punishment was in- 
adequate and decided to suspend all 
who were in any wise implicated. 

The hazing consisted in holding the 
boys with their heads and shoulders 
out of a third story window under 
pretense of throwing them out, as a 
test of courage. Other forms of 
hazing inflicted on the freshmen 
were "paddling," blacking their 
faces and otherwise having fun at 
their expense. In the case of the 
three boys caught in the gymnasium 
room, only the window test was re- 
sorted to. Frankel and Mason made 
no complaint and refused to testify 
against the boys at the inquiry held 
by Supt. Hamlett. Young Moore 
left the school building with the 
hazers as usual and no importance 
was attached to the affair until the 
Board's attention was called to it 
several days later, with the result 
above stated. 

The bo>s suspended are among 
the larger youths, leaders in the 
football team and other forms of 
athletics. 

A member of the board said the 
boys were let off with a light sen- 
tence, but the purpose of the sus- 
pensions was to break up hazing in 
the schools, which was increasing to 
an extent that caused complaint 
from some of the patrons. 

Lawson is the son of Mr. R. C. 
Lawson, Earle is a brother-in-law of 
Judge W. T. Fowler with whom he 
lives, and a brother of a lady teacher 
in the schools; Slaughter is a son of 
Mr. Chas. Slaughter, Meacham is a 
son of Mayor Chas. M. Meacham, 
Abbitt is a son of Rev. Geo. C. 
Abbitt and Moore is a son of City 
Tax Collector H. C. Moore. 

The news of the Board's action 
caused much excitement among the 
pupils and a good deal of feeling 
was shown yesterday morning when 
the sentences were made known. 

The sympathies of the teachers 
I were clearly with the pupils and 
some of them shed tears when 
the boys left the building, each with 
a written notice of suspension. 

The gate leading to the High 
School grounds was found painted a 
bright red yesterday morning and 
on the steps were the words: "He 
who enters here leaves hope be- 
hind." There were other similar 
signs about the building. The teach- 
ers were unable to find out who did 
the painting. 

The boys suspended take their 
sentences good-naturedly and will 
return to their studies next Wednes- 
day.
